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One  Hundred  and  Fifty -Third 
Commencement

COMMENCEMENTS  from  the  nature  of  things  are 
more  or  less  repetitions.  Nevertheless,  time  and  circum- 
stance cause  enough  variations  to  prevent  monotony. 

The  commencement  just  ended  has  been  pronounced 
one  of  the  outstanding  ones  in  the  history  of  the  College. 
A  number  of  improvements  about  the  campus,  the  fact  that 
great  attention  has  been  paid  to  keeping  the  grounds  in 
order,  and  lovely  greenness,  due  to  frequent  rains,  caused 
visitors  to  the  College  for  the  first  time,  and  Alumni  return- 
ing after  a  number  of  years,  to  pronounce  the  campus  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  State.  Cool,  clear  weather  also 
prevailed,  and  there  was  nothing  to  mar  the  enjoyment  of 
residents  or  visitors.  There  was  also  present  the  largest 
number  of  Alumni  in  the  history  of  the  College,  with  the 
exception  of  the  commencement  three  years  ago,  which 
was  the  scsqui-centennial  and  naturally  brought  out  a  larger 
number.  The  fact  that  this  was  the  largest  graduating  class 
in  the  history  of  the  College  was  another  feature  which 
set   this  commencement   apart   from  others. 

The  commencement  program  began  with  the  bacca- 
laureate sermon  by  Dr.  J.  Gresham  i\Iachen,  of  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary.  His  remarks,  naturally  chiefly  ad- 
dressed to  the  graduating  class,  were  striking  and  elicited 
high  commendation  from  all  who  heard  them. 

On  Tuesday  evening  the  joint  celebration  of  the  Union 
and  Philanthropic  Societies  was  held,  featuring  an  inter- 
society  debate  on  the  much  discussed  question  of  the  desir- 
ability of  change  in  the  present  jury  system.  The  Philan- 
thropic Society,  represented  by  Edward  Lewis  Lacy  and 
Robert  S.  Lancaster,  upheld  the  negative,  and  the  Union, 
represented  by  Thomas  O.  Keesee  and  W.  S.  Lacy,  main- 
tained the  affirmative.  It  was  a  spirited  debate  of  unusual 
merit  and  the  judges  awarded  the  decision  by  a  divided 
vote  to  the  Union  Society. 

On  Wednesday  morning,  at  ten  o'clock,  the  regular 
commencement  exercises  took  place.  The  prizes  and  awards 
were  delivered,  the  Dean  announced  his  honor  list,  and  then 
a  number  of  athletic  trophies  were  presented  through  Col. 
W.  M.  Kemper,  of  Danville. 

President  Eggleston  took  occasion  to  state  that  he  had 
recently  written  a  letter  to  a  New  York  concern  with 
regard  to  some  commodity,  and  the  reply  which  he  received, 
after  answering  the  inquiry,  added  these  words : 

"In  passing,  the  writer  cannot  refrain  from  mentioning 
your   football    team.     He   saw    them   play    against    Cornell 


last  fall,  and  was  impressed  with  the  fine  team  which  you 
put  in  the  field.  Learning  that  it  is  from  a  student  body  of 
260,  only  makes  it  more  startling." 

The  address  before  the  graduating  class  was  made  by 
Hon.  Louis  S.  Epes,  Chairman  of  the  State  Corporation 
Commission,  Class  of  1 900.  The  address  was  one  of  unusual 
excellence  and  a  brief  resume  appearing  in  the  Times  Dis- 
patch of  the  next  day  is  as  follows : 

Pointing  to  the  abrupt  transition  they  are  facing  in  their 
lives,  Louis  S.  Epes,  Chairman  of  the  State  Corporation 
Commission,  delivered  the  annual  commencement  address 
before  the  graduating  class  of  Hampden-Sydney  College. 

The  guidance  and  direction  of  the  future  acquisition  of 
information  and  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  graduates 
had  been  surrendered  by  the  learned  instructors,  he  declared, 
into  the  hands  of  the  graduates  themselves,  and  with  it  the 
responsibility  to  the  students  themselves  of  supplying  the 
initiative,  impetus  and  compulsion  to  know,  to  think  and  to 
act. 

"You  hear  a  great  deal  these  days  about  executives  and 
executive  ability,"  he  continued,  "and  almost  every  man 
you  meet  either  thinks  he  is,  or  wants  to  be,  an  executive. 
For  you,  the  most  important  executive  position  you  will 
ever  fill  is  that  of  executive  officer  in  charge  of  your  own 
career.  No  one  else  can  fill  it;  and  not  only  will  it  prove 
the  highest  test  of  your  executive  ability,  but  upon  how 
vou  fill  that  office  will  depend  your  success  or  failure  in 
life. 

"I  know  of  no  thought  that  I  can  stir  within  you,  as 
you  assume  your  new  role,  half  so  important  to  you  as  that 
an  honorable  character  and  integrity  are  the  most  important 
qualities  that  you  can  have  for  career  building.  Character 
is  a  powerful  reserve  force  when  you  are  under  stress. 

"Second  only  to  character  and  integrity,  I  would  place 
industry  as  being  essential  to  success.  No  substitute  has 
yet,  or  ever  will  be  found  for  hard  work  and  diligent  applica- 
tion as  the  means  of  human  achievement.  Upon  the  self- 
imposed  industry  with  which  you  apply  yourself,  and  upon 
the  degree  to  which  you  compel  yourself  to  learn  worthwhile 
facts,  think  correctly  and  completely,  and  translate  your 
thought  into  useful  acts  will  rest  the  measure  of  your  achieve- 
ment. 

"For  successful  planning  and  execution  of  your  life  plan 
you  need  breadth  of  vision  and  perspective,  the  ability  to 
see  jourself,  your  work,  your  objectives  and  achievements 
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not  only  in  relation  to  yourself  and  your  own  work,  but  in 
relation  to  other  men,  their  work,  aims,  problems  and 
achievements  in  relation  to  the  community  in  which  you  live 
and  work  and  in  relation  to  society  and  the  world  at  large." 

The  first  honor  in  the  class  was  won  by  Richard  Hubard 
Henneman,  of  Buckingham,  the  second  honor  by  Robert 
Whitney  Harwell,  of  Petersburg,  and  the  third  honor  by 
E.  Lewis  Lacy,  of  Memphis,  Tennessee.  Mr.  Henneman 
delivered  the  valedictory,  declared  by  all  who  heard  it  one 
of  the  best  in  the  long  history  of  Hanipden-Sydney  com- 
mencements. In  introducing  Mr.  Henneman,  President 
Eggleston  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  grandfather 
of  the  speaker,  Robert  T.  Hubard,  of  Buckingham,-  had 
graduated  in  the  Class  of  1859  with  first  honor  and  was  the 
valedictorian  of  his  class;  that  his  two  uncles,  Robert  T. 
Hubard,  Jr.,  a  prominent  lawyer  of  Fayetteville,  West 
Virginia,  and  Dr.  Littleton  E.  Hubard,  a  distinguished 
minister  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  of  Elizabeth,  New  Jersey, 
had  graduated  in  the  Classes  of  1897  and  1902,  respectively, 
with  second  honor;  and  that  his  father.  Dr.  John  B.  Henne- 
man, had  been  at  one  time  the  beloved  and  stimulating 
Professor  of  English  at  the  College,  later  Professor  at  the 
University  of  the  South,  and  one  of  the  most  eminent 
scholars  of  the  country,  whose  untimely  death  had  proved 
a  serious  blow  to  the  cause  of  education  in  the  South. 

The  General  Society  of  Alumni  held  its  annual  meeting 
in  the  Science  Hall  on  Tuesday  afternoon,  and  was  largely 
attended.  Stimulating  and  brief  addresses  were  made  by 
Alumni  present.  Remarks  of  Dr.  J.  Diell  Blanton,  of  the 
Class  of  1879,  were  especially  striking.  Dr.  Blanton  is 
President  of  Ward-Belmont  College,  of  Nashville,  Ten- 
nessee, and  was  recently  voted  by  the  people  of  that  city  as 
the  first  citizen  of  Nashville.  After  an  absence  of  fifty  years 
Dr.  Blanton  was  loud  in  his  praise  of  improvements  in  the 
College  (scholastic  and  physical)  and  declared  that,  to  his 
mind,  it  is  the  most  beautiful  spot  in  the  world. 

Mr.  J.  Scott  Parrish,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board,  and  Chairman  of  the  Campaign  for 
Increased  Endowment  and  Expansion,  made  a  forceful  state- 
ment of  the  present  status  of  the  campaign.  He  stated  that 
there  had  not  been  the  ready  response  from  the  Alumni  and 
friends  of  the  College  which  had  been  anticipated ;  that, 
consequently,  instead  of  $225,000.00  being  pledged,  the 
amount  actually  pledged  was  less  than  $150,000.00.  He 
stated  that  the  Board  had  determined  to  carry  on  the 
campaign,  and  he  had  consented  to  continue  as  chairman 
of  the  movement,  but  it  was  with  the  express  condition 
of  full-hearted  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  Board.  The 
resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  was  presented  to  the 
Alumni.  This  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the 
Society  and  expresses  their  pledge  to  stand  with  Mr.  Parrish 
and  the  Board  to  bring  about  a  successful  fulfillment  of  the 
undertaking. 

All  Alumni  Chapters  were  represented,  either  in  person 
or  by  proxy,  and  the  following  officers  were  elected :  Robert 
K.  Brock,  President;  W.  H.  ^Vhiting,  Jr.,  Vice  President; 
P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  Treasurer;  and  George  L.  Walker, 
Secretary.  All  these  officers  succeeded  themselves,  having 
held  their  respective  positions  during  the  last  session. 

Upon  the  adjournment  of  the  meeting  the  Alumni  joined 
with  the  faculty,  graduates  and  their  families,  and  other 
guests,  and  residents  of  the  Hill,  in  a  delightful  bufifet  supper 
served  at  the  College  Commons. 

The  German  Club  held  dances  at  the  Comity  Club 
on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Wednesday  nights,  with  dansants 
on    Tuesday    morning    and    Wednesday    afternoon.     These 


dances  were  largely  attended,  and  upheld  the  record  long 
established  by  the  Club  for  attractiveness  and  orderliness, 
and  evoked  many  expressions  to  the  effect  that  they  were 
the  best  dances  held  at  any  college  in  the  State. 

By  way  of  introducing  a  new  alumnus,  the  Alumni 
Editor  appends  to  this  sketch  of  the  commencement  a  brief 
outline  of  the  life  and  activities  of  Dr.  George  Harrison 
Houston.  The  main  facts  were  furnished  by  our  dis- 
tinguished  honorary  president. 


George  Harrison  Houston 

This  distinguished  engineer  was  born  in  Kentucky,  and 
was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Covington,  Kentucky,  and  the 
Technical  School  of  the  University  of  Cincinnati. 

He  went  to  work  first  as  foreman  in  a  large  factory  for 
making  boilers  and  engines  and  later  became  superintendent 
of  the  works  and  manager. 

Realizing  that  the  internal  combustion  motor  was  the 
thing  of  the  future,  he  went  to  Moline,  Illinois,  and  took 
the  place  as  foreman  in  a  factory  for  making  gasoline 
motors,  etc.,  where  he  forged  to  the  front  again  and  became 
superintendent  in  course  of  time.  He  then  went  to  New 
York  and  formed  with  a  Mr.  Jamieson  the  firm  of  Jamieson 
and  Houston,  Efficiency  Engineers,  a  firm  which  did  a  suc- 
cessful business  as  consulting  engineers  for  factories. 

General  Goethals,  who  had  finished  the  Panama  Canal, 
returned  to  New  York  to  establish  a  great  engineering 
company  and  took  Jamieson  and  Houston  into  his  company 
under  the  name  of  George  W.  Goethals  Engineering  Com- 
pany. Here  Houston  had  a  very  varied  and  useful  experience 
in  studying,  reorganizing  and  administering  different  kinds 
of  factories.  After  a  few  years,  Houston  withdrew  from 
the  firm  to  establish  an  office  of  consulting  engineers  of  his 
own.  He  spent  five  years  in  Cuba  organizing  sugar  com- 
panies. The  war  coming  on,  he  directed  the  organization  of 
a  company  to  manufacture  airplane  engines  for  the  Allies 
in  our  own  country.  After  the  close  of  the  war,  he  re- 
organized this  company  as  the  Wright-Martin  Airplane 
Company,  of  which  he  became  president.  After  putting 
this  company  on  its  feet,  he  took  up  a  number  of  other  war 
manufacturing  companies  and  reorganized  them  to  do  suc- 
cessful business.  In  the  course  of  this  professional  practice 
he  made  a  great  reputation  as  a  scientific  man,  engineer  and 
industrial  manager.  His  success  in  both  factory  direction 
and  financial  management  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
great  corporations  and  banks,  and  brought  him  extensive 
practice.  Upon  the  resignation  of  Mr.  Vauclain,  the  dis- 
tinguished President  of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Company, 
of  Philadelphia,  that  company  sought  a  man  of  talent  and 
experience  to  take  his  place,  and  Mr.  Houston  was  selected. 
He  has  recently  entered  upon  the  duties  of  the  presidency 
of  the  Baldwin  Locomotive  Company,  one  of  the  greatest 
companies  in  the  world. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  Mr.  Houston  is  "related  by 
marriage"  to  Hampden-Sydney  College.  His  wife  was 
Miss  Mary  Hoge,  daughter  of  Rev.  Peyton  H.  Hoge,  D.  D., 
'76,  and  thus  is  the  great-great-granddaughter  of  D. 
Moses  Hoge,  President  of  the  College,  1807- 1 820.  Her 
great-grandfather,  Samuel  Davis  Hoge,  and  her  father 
also  being  distinguished  alumni,  not  to  mention  her  uncle 
and  great-uncle  who  have  added  much  to  Hampden-Sydney's 
reputation. 
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Minutes  of  the  Meeting  of  the  General  Alumni 
Association  of  Hampden-Sydney  College 

(June  11,  1929) 


THE  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Alumni  Association 
was  held  in  the  Biology  Lecture  Room  of  the  Science 
Hall,  Tuesday,  June  nth,  3:30  P.  M. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Robert  K.  Brock, 
President  of  the  Association.  The  invocation  was  given  by 
Rev.  R.  L.  Telford,  D.  D.,  '88,  Richmond,  Kentucky. 
The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  secretary, 
George  L.  Walker. 

The  President  gave  his  report  as  follows: 

As  President  of  the  General  Alumni  Association  of 
Hampden-Sydney  College  I  submit  the  following  brief 
report. 

I  have  to  confess  that  I  have  not  been  particularly  active 
as  President.  However,  the  work  of  the  Association  has 
gone  on,  I  believe,  with  increased  efficiency  through  the 
activity  of  Mr.  George  L.  Walker,  the  Alumni  Secretary. 
Through  his  efforts  five  new  Alumni  Chapters  have  been 
organized;  namely,  one  at  Bluefield,  West  V^irginia;  one  at 
Tazewell,  Virginia;  one  in  the  vicinity  of  Wytheville, 
known  as  the  Southwest  Virginia  Chapter;  one  in  Halifax; 
and  another  in  Pittsylvania ;  and  other  chapters  have  been 
stimulated. 

I  have  visited  none  of  the  chapters  since  my  election  as 
President.  However,  having  been  named  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Organization  of  the  Alumni  in  connection 
with  the  Million  Dollar  Campaign  for  Increased  Endow- 
ment and  Expansion,  I  have  given  some  time  to  this  work. 
In  company  with  the  manager  of  the  Campaign,  I  have 
visited  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina,  Atlanta,  Georgia,  and  Washington,  District 
of  Columbia.  I  also  appeared  before  the  New  York 
Chapter  on  April  i6th  to  present  the  matter  of  in- 
creased endowment  and  expansion  to  that  organization. 
I  have  also  attended  meetings  in  Richmond  with  regard  to 
the  campaign  and  have  carried  on  a  considerable  correspon- 
dence with  Alumni  generally. 

The  publication  of  The  Alumni  Record  has  been 
continued  and  is  still  meeting  with  a  favorable  reception. 
The  Secretary,  in  his  report,  will  give  you  a  better  idea  of 
what  the  Association  is  doing,  and  the  achievement  and 
progress  of  the  Association  during  the  past  year  have  been  due 
chiefly  to  him.  His  activities  in  connection  with  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Alumni  have  been  somewhat  abridged  by  reason 
of  the  fact  that  he  has  been  called  on  to  assist  in  this  cam- 
paign. The  work  done  in  this  connection  by  Mr.  Walker 
speaks  for  itself. 

I  am  more  and  more  impressed  with  the  importance  of 
the  organization  of  the  Alumni  from  the  observation  of  the 
progress  of  the  campaign.  Had  the  Alumni  been  organized 
as  they  were  by  Dr.  Charles  W.  Dabney,  twenty-five, 
or  even  fifteen  years  ago,  instead  of  three  years  ago,  and  that 
organization  expanded,  I  feel  sure  that  the  campaign,  instead 
of  lagging  as  it  has,  would  have  gone  over  without  difficulty. 
It    is    my    judgment    that    Alumni    organization    and    the 


cultivation  of  the  Alumni  should  go  on  with  increased  vigor, 
because,  after  all,  the  stability  of  any  institution  finally  rests 
with  the  Alumni.

P.  Tulane  Atkinson,  Treasurer,  gave  his  report  showing 
receipts  amounting  to  $6,335.99  and  expenditures  of 
$5,388.01,  leaving  a  balance  of  $947.98.  The  report  of  the 
General  Secretary  was  read  and  was  as  follows : 

As  your  Alumni  Secretary,  I  came  into  office  September 
1st,  1928.  I  welcome  this  opportunity  to  give  an  accounting 
to  this  body.    The  items  are  submitted  as  follows: 

I.  Chapter  Organization.  Five  new  chapters  have 
been  organized,  bringing  the  total  number  to  twenty-one. 
The  latest  organizations  are,  Bluefield,  West  Virginia; 
Tazewell,  Virginia;  The  Southwest  Virginia,  Halifax  and 
Pittsylvania.  The  Bluefield  group  includes  that  city  and 
near-by  towns  in  that  part  of  West  Virginia ;  Tazewell  takes 
in  that  town  and  coimty ;  The  Southwest  Virginia  Chapter 
has  Wytheville  as  a  center  and  draws  in  most  of  the  territory 
of  Southwest  Virginia;  Halifax  includes  the  whole  of 
Halifax  County;  Pittsylvania  takes  in  the  City  of  Danville 
and  County  of  Pittsylvania. 

2.  Chapter  Visitation.  With  the  exception  of  the  two 
groups  in  North  Carolina  and  Covington  and  Winchester 
in  Virginia,  all  of  the  Chapters  have  been  visited  once  or 
oftener  by  the  Secretary.  (President  R.  K.  Brock  visited 
the  Carolina  men ;  likewise  those  in  Atlanta,  New  York, 
Charleston,  West  Virginia,  Washington,  Richmond  and 
other  points.) 

3.  Mileage.  The  Secretary  has  traveled  6,000  miles 
from  September  1st,  1928,  to  June  ist,  1929. 

4.  Mail.  A  thousand  personal  letters  have  gone  out 
from  the  Secretary's  office.  Three  (3)  issues  of  The 
Record  have  been  mailed;  likewise  two  mailings  of  appeals 
for  membership  dues ;  a  home-coming  invitation  last  fall ; 
and  the  commencement  invitations  for  this  year.  These  were 
sent  to  all  Alumni  whose  addresses  are  known. 

5.  The  Mailing  List.  Since  September  ist,  300  new 
names  have  been  added  to  the  mailing  list,  bringing  the  total 
to  2,025.  This  list  carries  all  the  names  of  former  students 
whose  correct  addresses  are  known.  Another  list  of  lOO  has 
been  built  up,  containing  the  names  of  influential  people, 
NOT  Alumni,  to  whom  the  publications  of  the  College  and 
Association  are  regularly  sent. 

6.  Student  Body.  Believing  that  the  best  way  to  make 
a  good  and  responsive  Alumnus  is  to  start  with  him  as  a 
freshman,  the  Secretary  has  welcomed  such  opportunities  as 
he  has  had  to  know  the  members  of  the  present  student  body. 
He  takes  satisfaction  in  reporting  that  he  now  is  familiar 
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with  the  name,   face  and  locality  of  all  the  students  who 
matriculated  for  the  session  just  closed. 

7.  Lost  Alumni.  A  checking  of  the  Alumni  catalogues 
shows  that  there  are  450  former  students  whose  addresses  are 
not  now  known.  The  probability  is  that  half  of  these  are 
dead,  as  the  great  majority  of  those  missing  are  in  the  span 
from  i860  to  1906.  It  is  the  continuing  policy  of  the 
Secretary  to  "find  the  lost." 

8.  The  Camlxdgn.  In  January  of  this  year  the  Alumni 
Secretary  was  made  an  associate  of  the  Manager  of  the 
Hampden-Sydney  Campaign  of  Expansion  and  Endowment. 
In  this  capacity  he  has  carried  out  numerous  assignments 
in  completing  the  organization  of  the  Alumni  for  the  simul- 
taneous Hampden-Sydney  dinners  of  April  i6th  and  the 
solicitation  program  thereafter.  Including  the  visits  before 
he  was  taken  actively  into  the  Campaign,  the  Secretary  has 
attended  fifty  (50)  meetings.  These  included  chapter  gather- 
ings, dinners  and  group  conferences.  The  total  number  of 
Alumni  met  on  these  occasions  is  over  six  hundred   (600). 

9.  Opinions.  The  Secretary  has  made  note  of  the 
expressed  opinions  of  a  great  number  of  the  Alumni  and 
the  following  five  (5)  are  recorded  as  the  expression  of  the 
great  majority: 

1.  Keep  the  College  SMALL. 

2.  Apply  a  selective  process  in  forming  the  student  body. 

3.  Maintain  a  year-round  policy  in  the  upkeep  of 
building  and  grounds. 

4.  Continue  as  a  policy,  the  publicity  carried  on  in 
the  Campaign. 

5.  Cultivate  people  of  means  with  a  view  to  their 
giving  their  support  to  the  College  now  or  remembering  it 
in  their  wills. 

10.  Plans.  The  Secretary  has  the  following  plans  for 
the  year  which  begins  July  1st,  1929:  I.  Increase  the 
number  of  paid-up  members.  2.  Visit  as  often  as  possible 
the  organized  Chapters  and  form  new  ones.  3.  Plan  for  the 
GREATEST  home-coming  the  College  has  ever  had,  on 
October  26th.  4.  Find  every  "Lost  Alumnus" — dead  or 
alive.  5.  Carry  out  all  assignments  in  the  Campaign  for 
Expansion  and  Endowment.  6.  Plan  to  make  the  Commence- 
ment of  1930  the  GREATEST  time  of  class  reunions 
in  the  history  of  the  College. 

Reports  from  the  following  committees  were  received : 

1.  Auditing — Abner  Robertson  reporting.  Treasurer's 
books  in  excellent  shape. 

2.  Class  Organization — Mr.  Atkinson  reported  that 
the  Class  of  1929  had  been  organized  on  a  permanent  basis. 

3.  Athletic  Field — Coach  C.  A.  Bernier  told  of 
improvements  that  had  been  made  and  of  those  planned 
for  the  future. 

4.  Student  Health  Service — Dr.  Ray  A.  Moore,  College 
Physician,  presented  an  outline  of  his  plans  to  promote  a 
health  program  for  the  College  and  community.

Delegates  who  were  at  commencement  and  who  left 
before  the  Association  convened,  included :  J.  Barrye  Wall, 
Farmville;  Jos.

C.  A.  Field,  Raleigh,  North  Carolina;  Cabell  Dudley, 
Roanoke;  W.  H.  T.  Squires,  Norfolk;  Don  P.  Halsey, 
Lynchburg.  The  Secretary  reported  for  these  and  served 
as  proxy  for  the  following  chapters:  Washington,  Pittsyl- 
vania, Bluefield,  Tazewell,  Southwest  Virginia.  The 
Secretary  reported  the  action  of  The  Tiger  Staff  with  regard 
to  the  Alumni  Association's  cooperation  with  them  in  sending 
The  Tiger  to  each  Alumnus.  Lengthy  discussion  was  held 
of  this  matter  in  which  H.  B.  Hawes,  Dandridge  Spotswood, 
John  Martin,  R.  T.  Hubard,  W.  M.  Kemper,  J.  R. 
Ciraham,  J.  D.  Blanton,  W.  H.  Whiting,  Jr.,  and  H.  W. 
McLaughlin  took  part.  The  motion  of  Dandridge  Spots- 
wood  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  see  how  best  the 
Association  could  help  The  Tiger,  was  passed  unanimously. 

Dr.  John  Dielle  Blanton,  '79,  President  of  Ward- 
Belmont,  Nashville,  Tennessee,  was  requested  to  speak  to 
the  Association.  In  words  that  expressed  his  devotion  to 
Hampden-Sydney  as  he  knew  it  in  his  student  days,  his 
praise  of  what  he  found  here  now,  and  his  enthusiastic 
support  of  her  future.  Dr.  Blanton  made  a  most  helpful 
contribution  to  the  success  of  the  gathering. 

He  was  followed  by  President  Eggleston,  who  made  a 
splendid  appeal  for  the  united  support  of  the  Alumni  in  the 
cause  of  Alma  Mater. 

J.  Scott  Parrish,  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  likewise  Chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  Hampden-Sydney  Campaign 
for  Expansion  and  Endowment,  was  next  called  upon  and 
he  forcefully  presented  some  of  the  features  of  the  budget 
recently  adopted  for  the  next  year  of  the  College.  He  next 
told  of  the  campaign,  stating  that  792  of  the  Alumni  had 
been  heard  from  and  that  $142,000.00  had  been  gathered  in 
cash  and  pledges.  Mr.  Parrish  pointed  out  that  he  himself 
is  not  a  "miracle  man"  and  stated  that  the  campaign  had 
lagged  because  too  much  had  been  left  to  the  few,  that 
it  was  necessary  for  everyone  to  feel  his  responsibility  and 
do  his  full  part.  He  read  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  with  regard  to  the  future  of  the  campaign.  On 
motion  this  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  as  ex- 
pressive of  the  attitude  of  the  Alumni  Association  and  is 
as  follows : 

June  nth,   1929. 

Resolved,  That  the  Campaign  for  Expansion  and  Endow- 
ment be  carried  on  luitil  December  31st,  1930,  under  the 
chairmanship  of  J.  Scott  Parrish. 

Resolved  further.  That  the  Chairman  be  authorized  to 
name  such  committees  to  assist  him  in  the  work  as  he  sees 
fit — and,  with  the  authority  and  consent  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, set  up  such  an  organization  and  incur  such  expenses 
as  may  be  necessary  to  continue  said  campaign. 

Resolved  further,  That  we  realize  that  Mr.  Parrish  can- 
not without  our  active  aid  make  a  success  of  the  campaign. 
We,  therefore,  as  a  board  and  as  individuals,  pledge  our 
active  and  whole-hearted  cooperation  and  agree  to  render 
him  every  assistance  in  our  power. 

The  Nominating  Committee,  composed  of  W.  F.  Spots- 
wood,  R.  T.  Hubard  and  Hal  McVey,  presented  the  follow- 
ing names  for  the  officers  for  the  year  ending  June  30th, 
1930:  President,  Robert  K.  Brock;  Vice  President,  W.  H. 
Whiting,  Jr. ;  Treasurer,  P.  Tulane  Atkinson ;  General 
Secretary,  George  L.  Walker.  The  report  of  the  Committee 
was  unaiu'mously  adopted.

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Editorial  Comment 


SURE    that    the    following   editorial    from    The   Norfolk 
Ledger  Desfintch  will  strike  a  responsive  cord  in  the  breast 
of  every  Alumnus  of  Hampden-Sydney,  we  quote  it  in  full: 

"As  Daniel  Webster  said  of  Dartmouth  College  in 
arguing  its  famous  case  before  the 
Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
'It  is  a  small  place  and  yet  I  love  it,' 
so  might  many  a  distinguished  man 
have  said,  and  so  may  many  a  distin- 
guished man  now  say,  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  College,  'It  is  a  small  place 
and  yet  I  love  it.' 

"It  is  a  small  place — thanks  be! — 
and'  not  yet,  but,  therefore,  in  part, 
all  who  have  been  nurtured  by  it  and 
all  who  know  anything  of  its  high 
history  should  not  only  love  it,  but 
bow  before  it.  It  is  a  small  place : 
the  largest  number  of  matriculates 
during  any  one  year  was  that  of  last 
year,  when  its  student  body  numbered 
258;  but  it  has  stood  foursquare  to 
the  world  for  more  than  153  years; 
it  has  taught  and  inculcated  high 
thinking  and  plain  living;  it  has 
preached  and  practiced  patriotism ;  it 
has  sent  from  its  studious  shades  out 
into  the  workaday  world  teachers  and 
leaders,  scholars  and  scientists,  pastors 
and  soldiers,  thinkers  and  doers — all 
inculcated  and  forever  imbued  with 
the  spirit  of  courage  and  clean  living 
and  with  the  will  to  know  the  truth 
and  impart  it  to  others. 

"It  is  a  small  place:  wherefore  the  men  who  head  its 
departments  are  in  daily  touch  with  lads  and  young  men 
who  require  for  their  full  preparation  for  life  direct  contact 
with  men  of  cultural  stature,  and  who  from  them  gain  a 
certain  graciousness  of  manner,  as  well  as  certainty  of  knowl- 
edge, that  too  often  are  not  obtainable  from  instructors  and 
assistants  at  huge  universities. 

"It  is  a  small  place,  but  Patrick  Henry  and  James 
Madison  and  other  giants  of  their  day  left  their  indelible 
imprint  upon  it,  so  that  it  need  not  ever  be  a  big  place.  It 
is  a  small  place,  but  when  the  War  of  the  Revolution  came 
the  entire  student  body  of  that  small  place  volunteered  and 
entered  the  service  of  America  as  a  unit,  becoming  the  only 
organized  troops  sent  by  any  college  in  this  land  to  join  the 
army  that  freed  us  from  British  oppression.  It  is  a  small 
place,  but  400  of  its  sons  volunteered  for  the  World  War 
and  fought  the  good  fight  which  its  sons  have  always  fought 
— the  fight  against  tyranny  and  imposition. 

"It  is  a  small  place,  but  there  is,  and  ever  will  be,  a  niche 
in  the  educational  system  of  this  and  all  other  countries  for 
just  such  a  college  as  this,  because  the  need  for  a  small 
college  can  never  be  filled  by  a  university  teeming  with 
thousands  of  students. 

"It  is  a  small  place,  but  it  has  shone  as  a  beacon  in 
Virginia  for  a  century  and  a  half  and  more  to  illumine  the 
path  that  leads  to  learning  and  knowledge  and  straight 
thinking  and  helpful  living.  It  is  a  small  place,  but  its  very 
modesty  and  abhorrence  of  display  and  its  luifaltering  grasp 
of  the  fundamentals  make  it  a  lordly  place — a  place  where 
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learning  and  firm  determination  and  high  purpose  reign — • 
a  place  where  money  is  a  slight  thing — a  place  where  the 
mind  and  the  spirit  are  sovereign — a  place  where  the  habit 
of  a  man  and  his  mind  and  his  heart  are  everything  and  where 
his  habiliments  are  nothing  at  all. 

"It  is  a  small  place,  but  it  cher- 
ishes a  whole  world  of  that  nobility 
which  lies  in  honor  and  faith  and  a 
sure  intent. 

"It  is  a  small  place,  and  those  who 
hold  it  as  a  charge  will  keep  it  a  small 
place — with  profound  wisdom  and 
understanding,  they  will  keep  it  a 
small   place. 

"Surely,  the  history  and  the  tra- 
ditions and  the  achievements  of  this 
small  place — of  this  great  small  place 
— are  such  that  those  who  now  seek 
its  moderate  endowment  will  not 
labor  in  vain. 

"It  is  a  small  place,  but  it  is  one 
of  the  glories  of  Virginia — and  of 
America." 


As  the  General  Education  Board 
saw  that  our  Alumni  would  not  be 
able  to  meet  the  conditions  of  the 
gift  by  July  ist,  1929,  it  has 
graciously  consented  to  extend  the 
time  limit  for  a  brief  period. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  has  deter- 
mined, therefore,  to  continue  the  cam- 
paign among  the  Alumni  for  increased 
endowment  and  expansion  which  was 
to  have  terminated  on  July  ist.  The  reason  for  continuation 
is  obvious,  namely,  that  the  amount  subscribed  was  some 
:?>75,ooo.OO  short  of  the  goal  of  $225,000.00.  About  30%  of 
the  Alumni  responded  and  it  is  felt  that  this  does  not  rep- 
resent the  true  sentiment  of  those  who  have  gone  out  from  the 
College,  and  that  there  are  others  who  may  yet  be  interested. 
Mr.  J.  Scott  Parrish  will  remain  General  Chairman, 
and  associated  with  him  will  be  W.  W.  Martin,  Class  of 
1909,  Dr.  H.  W.  Blanton,  Class  of  1912,  and  Robert  K. 
Brock,  of  the  Class  of  1897.  Mr.  H.  R.  Flintoff  will  also 
be  associated  with  them  for  the  next  six  months  as  Manager. 
The  campaign  headquarters  will  be  at  the  American 
National  Bank  Building,  Richmond,  and  these  will  be  kept 
open  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  but  this 
campaign  will  be  pushed  with  renewed  vigor  on  and  after 
September  ist,  1929.  Knowing  the  loyalty  of  Hampden- 
Sydney 's  sons  we  feel  confident  that  the  remaining  70%  so 
far  unheard  from  will  respond  to  Alma  Mater's  call. 


Alumni  of  the  College  will  feel  gratified  at  the  splendid 
work  done  in  the  field  of  Forensics.  This  extra  curricula 
department  is  doing  a  most  important  work.  Dr.  D.  M. 
Allan,  Professor  of  Philosophy,  has  devoted  himself  to  the 
training  of  the  debaters  with  the  result  that  they  are  making 
a  state  reputation  for  themselves.  It  is  believed  that  no 
department  outside  of  the  regular  courses  prescribed  for 
degrees  is  doing  such  a  valuable  service.  In  fact,  many  of 
the  required  courses  could  better  be  dispensed  with  than  this 
department  so  well  and  gratuitously  conducted  by  Dr.  Allan.

THE  Philanthropic  Literary  Society  had  a  very  success- 
ful year's  work.  There  was  only  one  occurrence  to 
mar  its  record — the  loss  of  the  Halsey  Trophy  to  the  Union 
Society  by  a  close  vote  of  2  to  I.  Messrs.  Lancaster  and 
Lacy  put  up  a  very  able  defense  of  the  present  jury  system. 

The  Society  \\as  never  better  off  financially  than  it  is 
at  the  present.

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Forensics

ANOTHER  forensic  season  has  gone  to  its  reckoning 
L.  and  the  echoes  of  verbal  artillery  have  died  away. 
Once  more  the  Tiger  debaters  have  won  a  majority  of  their 
contests,  though  edging  out  a  smaller  margin  of  wins  over 
losses  than  in  the  past  two  years.  They  have  won  from 
Randolph-Macon  Men's  College,  Lynchburg,  University 
of  Richmond,  Bridgewater,  Catawba,  Randolph-Macon 
Women's  College  and  Farmville  State  Teachers'  College. 
They  have  lost  duals  to  Roanoke  and  Emory  and  Henry  and 
singles  to  Wake  Forest  and  East  Radford.  In  other  words, 
out  of  thirteen  decision  contests  our  Varsity  wranglers 
managed  to  annex  seven.  A  fourteenth  debate  was  held 
with  William  and  Mary,  but  this  was  of  the  no-decision, 
open-forum  type  where  amiable  amenities  replace  rampant 
rivalry.  In  point  of  numbers,  this  was  the  heaviest  schedule 
ever  tackled  by  a  Hampden-Sydney  debate  squad  and  a  record 
number  of  debaters ;  namely  twelve,  received  training  and 
contended  for  laurels  on  intercollegiate  platforms.  As  to 
questions,  all  great  minds  in  the  forensic  world  this  year 
have  thought  alike  and  the  question  of  abolishing  Trial 
By  Jury  has  been  all  the  rage  to  the  boredom  of  the  public 
and  the  banter  of  the  bar.  This  venerable  institution  of 
Anglo-Saxon  liberty  has  been  by  turn  exalted  and  execrated, 
picked  to  pieces  and  patched  to  puckers  until  sainted  jurists 
from  Blackstone  to  the  Hon.  Joseph  H.  Choate  must  have 
turned  wrathfully  in  their  graves.  Another  question  which 
was  thrashed  out  on  a  lesser  scale  was  the  Water  Power 
issue  which  figured  so  prominently  in  the  last  presidential 
campaign.  The  audiences  listening  to  these  momentous 
discussions  have  ranged  from  twenty-five  to  a  hundred  and 
fifty.  The  home  audiences,  it  may  be  said,  are,  on  the  whole, 
better  than  those  of  other  colleges  which  our  debating  teams 
visit. 

Looking  back  on  the  past  six  years,  we  find  that  Hamp- 
den-Sydney teams  have  engaged  in  fifty-two  forensic  contests 
and  of  these  have  won  thirty-two,  or  approximately  62%. 
Fourteen  public  questions  have  been  argued  pro  and  con 
before  long-suffering  audiences,  namely:  LTniform  Marriage 
and  Divorce  Laws,  Philippine  Independence,  Recognition  of 
Soviet  Russia,  Death  Penalty,  Government  Operation  of 
Coal  Mines,  Prohibition,  Child  Labor  Laws,  Japanese  Ex- 
clusion Act,  Coeducation,  Extraterritoriality  in  China,  Free- 
dom of  Modern  Youth,  Water  Power,  Equality  of  the  Sexes, 
Abolition  of  Trial  By  Jury.  During  the  same  period,  twenty- 
nine  students  have  been  trained  in  forensics  and  have  repre- 
sented the  College  on  intercollegiate  platforms,  averaging 
almost  two  debates  each. 

After  experimenting  with  the  no-decision,  open-forum 
type  of  contest,  the  Debate  Council  still  favors  the  three- 
judge  decision  plan  as  more  stimulating  to  both  debaters 
and  audience.  Another  observation  from  recent  years  is  that 
the  small  sectarian  colleges  with  few  or  no  fraternities  and 
strong  debating  societies  are  much  more  formidable  opponents 
than  the  large  colleges  and  universities  where  interest  in 
forensics  is  apt  to  be  at  a  lower  ebb.  Thus,  in  the  past  six 
years,  we  have  won  only  once  or  twice  from  Emory  and 
Henry  while  we  have  been  unbeaten  by  William  and  Mary, 
University  of  Richmond  and  George  Washington  University. 
So  far  as  conclusions  can  be  drawn  from  limited  data,  this 
is  another  salient  argument  for  the  small  college  with  its 
superior  training  in  leadership. 

The  Debate  Council  Prize  was  awarded  this  year  to  Mr. 
Thomas  Oswald   Keesee,  of  Richmond,   Virginia,  who  has

represented  the  College  in  fourteen  intercollegiate  debates 
and  who  by  his  argumentative  skill  and  keenness  of  rebuttal 
has  been  victorious  in  nine.  The  College  was  also  ably 
represented  this  year  in  the  State  Intercollegiate  Oratorical 
Contest  by  Mr.  J.  Gray  McAllister,  Jr.,  of  Richmond, 
Virginia,  who  won  third  place  out  of  the  nine  colleges 
contesting. 

In  closing,  we  mention  with  mingled  pleasure  and  regret 
the  names  of  seven  Senior  debaters  whom  we  lose  by 
graduation  this  year:  Thomas  O.  Keesee,  E.  Lewis  Lacy, 
Jack  S.  Shackleton,  Robert  S.  Lancaster,  William  S.  Lacy, 
E.  Rhodes  Carpenter  and  Fred  C.  Cole,  Jr.  These  men 
have  rendered  signal  service  to  their  Alma  Mater.  They 
have  restored  to  "mental  athletics"  a  neglected  distinction  on 
the  College  Campus.

Literary  Society  Celebration 

ALUMNI  who  attended  the  Annual  Literary  Society 
£\  Celebration  on  Commencement  Eve  will  not  soon 
despair  of  the  oratorical  fire  and  reforming  ardor  of  the 
present  generation  of  students.  The  much-aired  Jury  Ques- 
tion was  the  bone  of  contention  in  this  latest  of  unnumbered 
historic  contests  between  the  two  rival  literary  societies. 
Messrs.  T.  O.  Keesee  and  E.  L.  Lacy,  representing  the 
Union  Society,  pled  with  wit  and  eloquence  that  the  ancient 
and  outworn  jury  system  with  all  its  iniquities  be  cast  into 
outer  darkness.  Messrs.  R.  L.  Lancaster  and  W.  S.  Lacy, 
Jr.,  in  behalf  of  the  Philanthropic  Literary  Society,  argued 
with  seemingly  equal  brilliance  and  cogency  that  this  time- 
honored  bulwark  of  democracy  be  further  perfected  and 
preserved  for  posterity.  Someone  must  lose,  however,  and 
the  tribunal  of  judges,  selected  from  the  visiting  Alumni,  cast 
their  votes  2  to  I  in  favor  of  the  LTnion  Society  representa- 
tives. The  Don  P.  Halsey  Debating  Trophy  was  accordingly 
awarded  to  Messrs.  Keesee  and  Lewis  Lacy.  Thus  the  cup 
becomes  the  property  of  the  Union  Literary  Society  for  good. 
An  interesting  feature  of  the  debate  w'as  its  fratricidal 
aspect,  the  two  Lacy's  arrayed  against  each  other  in  forensic 
rivalry  being  brothers,  both,  like  their  team-mates,  outstand- 
ing members  of  the  graduating  class.

Laughlin, with  fitting  and  graceful  historic  reference,  pre- 
sented the  Alexander  Medal,  for  the  student  from  the  Valley 
of  V^irginia  rendering  the  greatest  service  to  the  College, 
to  Mr.  Paul  R.  Shiflet,  of  Parnassus,  Virginia.  The  follow-

over  the  whole  occasion  with  his  accustomed  dignity  and 
grace:  Philanthropic  Freshman  Declaimer's  Medal  to  Mr.

Sydney;  through  her  husband,  the  late  John  Bell  Henneman, 
Ph.  D.,  former  brilliant  Professor  of  English  at  Hampden- 
Sydney  ;  through  her  sons,  John  Bell  Henneman,  Jr.,  and 
Richard  Hubard  Henneman,  both  now  Alumni  of  Hampden-

Alumni  of  Former  Days

TT  7HILE  reading  Louise  du  Bellet's  "Prominent  \'irginia 
^  ^  Families,"  Volume  2,  Page  84,  a  few  days  ago,  I  saw 
the  statement  that  Mary  Carey  Page  had  married  Dr. 
George  McPhail,  President  of  Davidson  College.  I 
promptly  reached  for  Dr.  Bagby's  invaluable  General 
Catalogue  and  found  the  following  entry:  "1832-34 — Mc- 
Phail, George  Wilson  ;  Minister." 

I  then  turned  to  the  General  Catalogue  of  the  Union 
Theological  Seminary  in  Virginia  and  found  that  he  gradu- 
ated at  Yale  College  in  1835  and  that  he  was  President  at 
one  time  of  Lafayette  College,  and  later  of  a  Female  Semi- 
nary in  Norfolk,  and  later  was  President  of  Davidson  Col- 
lege, where  he  died  in   187 1. 

The  Registrar  of  Yale  College  sends  me  the  following 
information  about  Dr.  McPhail:  "He  received  the  M.  A. 
degree  from  Yale  in  1841  ;  D.  D.  from  Jefferson  College 
in  1857;  LL.  D.  from  University  of  Mississippi  in  1868; 
was  President  of  Lafayette  College,  1859-63,  and  of  David- 
son College,  1865-71.  Died  in  1 87 1."  In  the  History  of 
the  Class  of  1835,  the  statement  appears  that  "Dr.  McPhail 
was  prepared  for  college  by  David  Duncan,  and  that  he 
entered  the  Yale  Junior  Class  in  the  spring  of  1834.  He 
was  born  December  26th,  181 5,  was  a  very  fine  scholar  and 
a  greatly  beloved  and  influential  minister  before  and  between 


his  presidencies,  but  of  frail  health.  His  father  was  John 
McPhail,  born  in  Scotland,  and  his  mother,  Mary  Wilson, 
of  Norfolk,  Virginia,  where  George  was  born.  Dr.  McPhail 
had  three  daughters  and  a  son,  H.  T.  McPhail,  who  was 
living  in  1881.    The  daughters  died  early." 

On  a  visit  to  Alulberry  Hill,  Charlotte  County,  I  met 
Mrs.  Nellie  McPhail  Barksdale,  who  stated  that  Dr.  George 
W.  McPhail  was  her  ancestor,  and  she  has  kindly  loaned  a 
picture  of  him,  taken  while  he  was  President,  and  Professor 
of  Mental  and  Moral  Philosophy,  at  Lafayette  College. 
This  picture  was  taken  in  i860.  I  shall  have  a  photograph 
made  of  it  for  the  College.  This  makes  four  presidents  that 
Hampden-Sydney  has  furnished  Davidson  College ;  gives 
Hampden-Sydney  another  presidency  (Lafayette)  ;  and 
discloses  another  distinguished  Alumnus. 


While  browsing  in  our  College  Library  recently.  Dean 
Macon  Reed  found  in  an  old  copy  of  Homer  the  Roll  of 
the  Junior  Class  of  1849,  signed  by  Bass,  the  monitor. 

Turning  again  to  Dr.  Bagby's  General  Catalogue  (I 
keep  a  copy  at  hand  all  the  time),  I  find  that  the  monitor 
was  Gustavus  Adolphus  Bass,  who  took  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Arts  in  1850;  was  a  planter  and  merchant;  became 
a  captain  in  the  Confederate  States  Army,  and  was  killed 
at  the  battle  of  Chancellorsville,  Virginia,  May  2d,  1863. 
The  next  in  order  was  Edmund  Osburn  Fitzgerald,  who 
graduated  with  his  class;  was  a  lawyer  and  merchant;  was  a 
lieutenant  in  the  Confederate  States  Army,  and  died  in 
Richmond,  July,  1906.  He  was  the  brother  of  Col.  J.  P. 
Fitzgerald,  1857,  the  gallant  soldier  and  honored  trustee 
of  the  College. 

The  third  name  on  the  roll  is  that  of  N.  Macon  Miller, 
who  left  at  the  end  of  his  Junior  year.  We  have  as  yet  no 
further  information  about  him. 

The  fourth  name  is  that  of  Thomas  Sparrow,  who  left 
at  the  end  of  his  Junior  year.  We  have  no  further  informa- 
tion about  him. 

The  fifth  on  the  roll  was  R.  A.  Speed,  who  later  became 
a  planter  and  lived  at  Laurel,  North  Carolina. 

The  sixth  and  last  name  on  the  roll  was  James  A. 
Vaughan,  who  became  a  teacher.  We  have  no  further  data 
about  him. 

This  document  has  been  placed  on  file  in  the  College 
Library.  It  shows,  for  a  part  of  the  month  of  January,  1849, 
the  "absences  from  morning  chapel,  from  evening  chapel,  and 
from  recitation  in  Languages." 


The  1929  Kaleidoscope  has  a  valuable  sketch  of  Moses 
Waddell,  of  the  remarkable  Class  of  1791.  This  was  written 
by  Herbert  Clarence  Bradshaw,  of  the  Class  of  1930. 

^Vaddell  foimded  the  famous  Willington  Academy,  and 
this  sketch  brings  out  in  full  the  names  and  records  of  the 
notable  group  of  public  men  who  came  under  the  direct 
influence  of  this  great  teacher,  who  later  became  president 
of  the  University  of  Georgia.  Of  Dr.  Waddell's  work  as 
president  of  the  University,  Dr.  Alonzo  Church  said :  "To 
the  wisdom  and  prudence  and  reputation  of  that  good  man 
is  Georgia  very  largely  indebted  for  the  respectability  and 
usefulness  of  her  State  College.  The  success  which  attended 
his  efforts  in  raising  the  institution  as  rapidly  as  he  did  to 
respectability  has  been,  to  many,  inexplicable.  But  to  those 
who  understand  his  character,  that  success  is  by  no  means 
surprising.    He  accepted  the  office  after  repeated  solicitation." 

Alexander  H.  Stephens  said  of  Dr.  Waddell:  "In  his 
insight  into  the  character  of  boys,  the  constitution  of  their 
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minds,  their  capacities  and  aptitudes  and  in  drawing  out 
and  developing  their  faculties  by  proper  training  and  disci- 
ph'ne  and  government,  he  had  few,  if  any,  superiors  in  the 
United  States." 

A  manuscript  copy  of  the  Bland  Genealogy,  in  possession 
of  Mr.  W.  F.  Williamson,  of  Mason,  Tennessee,  has  this 
statement:  "Peter  Bland,  son  of  Peter  Bland  and  Julia 
Booker,  his  wife,  was  born  in  1769  at  Abbeville,  Nottoway 
County,  Virginia;  died  March  3d,  1824;  educated  at  Hamp- 
den-Sydney College,  and  as  an  attorney-at-law ;  married  (i) 
Elizabeth  Morrison,  and    (2)    Martha  Wallace  Nash." 

If  Peter  Bland  entered  Hampden-Sydney  at  16  years 
of  age,  he  belonged  to  the  Class  of  1789.  He  is  not  found  in 
Bagby's  General  Catalogue  or  in  Morrison's  Dictionary  of 
Biography. 

In  a  letter  of  June  gth,  1925,  Mrs.  Thomas  W.  Adickes, 
of  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  sends  me  the  following  quotation 
from  a  letter  written  by  a  granddaughter  of  Charles  Henry 
Adams:  "My  grandfather,  Charles  Henry  Adams,  was  born 
in  Cumberland  County,  Virginia,  and  was  educated  at 
Hampden-Sydney  College  and  later  took  up  his  residence  at 
Charlotte  Court  House.  He  stood  very  high  in  Masonic 
circles." 


In  the  Prince  F.dward  County  Order  Book  (Minutes), 
May  Court,  1805,  is  an  accoimt  rendered  the  Court  by 
Abraham  Hite,  administrator  of  John  H.  Christian,  deceased. 
This  was  in  a  suit  against  AVinston,  executor  of  Patrick 
Henry.  From  this  the  following  extract  is  taken :  "Debtor, 
Mr.  John  H.  Christian,  in  account  with  Patrick  Henry,  his 
guardian;  April,  1790,  to  boarding  and  lodging;  November, 
1790,  to  paid  for  lodging  at  college,"  etc.  The  various 
items  indicate  dealings  here  in  Prince  Edward  County. 
Christian  seems  to  have  had  large  property  in  Kentucky, 
and  the  several  pages  of  itemized  accounts  are  very  interest- 
ing. It  seems  altogether  probable,  from  the  above  quotation, 
that  he  was  a  student  at  Hampden-Sydney  in  1790. 

In  Bagby's  General  Catalogue,  Class  of  1827,  a  John  H. 
Christian  is  enrolled  as  being  at  Hampden-Sydney,  1823-25. 
In  Morrison's  Dictionary  of  Biography,  a  John  H.  Chris- 
tian, of  Buckingham  County,  is  entered  in  the  index  as  of  the 
Class  of  1825,  but  Morrison  does  not  give  any  data  in  the 
body  of  his  book.  It  would  seem,  therefore,  that  there  was  an 
earlier  John  H.  Christian  here  than  the  one  given  by  Drs. 
Bagby  and  Morrison. 


The  Virginia  Historical  Magazine,  \'olume  35,  Pages 
2og-io,  states  that  Randolph  Harrison  was  a  student  at 
Hampden-Sydney  when  about  16  years  old.  He  was  born 
at  "Clifton,"  Cumberland  County,  Virginia,  February  nth. 
1769,  and  was  a  son  of  Carter  Henry  Harrison.  A  short 
sketch  of  him  may  be  found  in  the  \'irginia  Historical 
Magazine.    His  name  does  not  appear  in  any  of  our  records. 


Miss  Elizabeth  Venable,  in  her  Genealogy  of  the  Virginia 
Venables,  states  that  Captain  Thomas  Watkins,  of  Prince 
Edward  County,  who  married  Betsy  Ann  \^enable,  was  a 
student  at  Hampden-Sydney.  Captain  ^Vatkins  in  the  dark 
days  of  the  Revolution  organized  a  company  at  old  Prince 
Edward  Court  House  and  led  them  in  the  fight  with  the 
British  at  the  Battle  of  Guilford  Court  House,  Many  of 
his  descendants  have  attended  Hampden-Sydney,  and  one  of

them,  Dr.  Asa  D.  Watkins,  is  a  member  of  our  faculty. 
Captain  Thomas  Watkins  is  one  of  the  1,500  Alumni  whose 
names,  according  to  Dr.  Bagby,  are  missing  from  our  lists 
because  of  the  carelessness  in  preserving  our  early  records. 


In  a  letter  to  me,  written  September,  1923,  Mrs.  John 
A.  Hyde  says:  "My  great-grandfather,  John  Price,  attended 
Hampden-Sydney  prior  to  1788.  He  was  a  fellow  student  of 
Daniel  Branch,  Jr.,  of  Powhatan  County,  and  married  his 
sister,  Frances  Branch.  She  died  in  1789,  and  he  married 
(2)  -Judith  Womack,  who  was  my  great-grandmother. 
After  her  death  in  1793,  John  Price  moved  to  Clarke 
County,  Kentucky,  where  he  was  district  surveyor." 

From  "John  Price,  The  Emigrant,"  Page  23,  I  quote 
the  following:  "John  Price  (son  of  Pugh  Price  and  his 
wife,  Jerusha  Penick)  was  born  in  1764,  in  Prince  Edward 
County,  near  the  then  Academy  of  Hampden-Sydney,  which 
he  was  able  to  attend  from  his  mother's  home."  He  was 
a  soldier  of  the  Revolution. 


In  his  valuable  Dictionary  of  Biography  of  Hampden- 
Sydney  Alumni,  Dr.  Alfred  Morrison  gives  on  Pages  106-7 
a  sketch  of  Conrad  Speece,  but  his  name  is  omitted  from  the 
Index  on  Page  13.  Miss  Early,  in  her  "History  of  Campbell 
County,"  states  that  Conrad  Speece  married,  in  1796,  Rachel 
Claywell,  and  had  issue.  She  gives  a  sketch  of  his  life  in 
her  History. 

Mr.  William  S.  Morton,  of  "Little  Roanoke,"  is  author- 
ity for  the  following:  "Thomas  Harris  Spencer,  son  of  Sion 
Spencer  and  Mary  Harris,  his  wife.  Sion  Spencer  died  1775  ; 
estate,  settled  1786,  shows  Thomas  Harris  Spencer  'Debtor 
to  board  with  James  Morton  at  Hampden-Sydney,  years 
1784-86.'  Dr.  William  S.  Plumer,  in  the  Watchman  of  the 
South,  wrote  the  obituary  of  his  mother,  Polly  Spencer,  the 
'Hermitess  of  Brieny.'  Thomas  Harris ,  Spencer  married, 
April  loth,  1794,  Jamima  Harris  Overton,  probably  a 
cousin.  He  died,  181 6,  and  his  will  is  recorded  in  Charlotte 
County,  \'irginia.  He  was  born  probably  about  1768;  his 
father  married  in  1765,  and  he  was  the  second  child."

Terry's;  R.  H.  Kelso,  '56,  of  Bedford  County,  Virginia,  roomed  in 
14  E  (i.  e.  East  Wing  of  Cushing  Hall)  ;  N.  T.  N.  Robinson,  '57, 
of  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  roomed  in  31  E.  Some  of  the  boarding 
houses  listed  were  Mrs.  Hughes,'  Mrs.  Wharey's,  Mrs.  Venable's. 
The  attendance  in  the  Grammar  School  was  16.  The  first  catalogue 
of  numbers  of  any  literary  society  in  the  South  was  published  by 
the  Phips  in  1850.  There  were  hardly  any  In  the  North  before  this 
date.  Our  literary  societies  were  secret  organizations,  really 
fraternities  similar  to  the  New  England  fraternities  of  seventy- 
fi"e   years    ago. 

Not  often  do  we  have  the  privilege  of  noticing  a  volume 
written   by   an   Alumnus  of  this   College.    Recently,   however,   there 
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has  come  to  our  office  a  small  book  of  unusual  interest.  This  is 
"Eighty  Years  After,  or  Grandpa's  Story,"  by  Mathew  Walton 
Venable,  of  Charleston,  West  Virginia,  member  of  the  Class  of 
iS66. 

This  book  is  an  interesting  outline  of  the  occurrences  of  a  long, 
busy  and  useful  life.  He  was  born  at  "Scott  Green,"  near 
Farmville,  Virginia,  April  8th,  1847,  the  son  of  Thomas  Frederick 
Venable  and  Mary  Priscilla  Venable — second  cousins,  both  descended 
from  Capt.  Nathaniel  Venable,  of  "Slate  Hill." 

Spending  a  part  of  his  childhood  at  Hampden-Sydney,  Mr. 
Venable  entered  the  Sophomore  Class  of  1863-64;  but  left  college 
early  in  1864  to  join  the  Confederate  Army  and  was  assigned  to 
Company  H,  First  Regiment  of  Engineers.  After  rendering  good 
service  for  the  remainder  of  the  war,  the  young  soldier  entered  the 
University  of  Virginia  Engineering  School  to  prepare  for  his  life's 
work — that  of  a  civil  engineer  and  bridge-builder.  His  life  after 
leaving  the  University,  has  been  mainly  spent  in  West  Virginia, 
Kentucky  and  Tennessee,  where  he  has  done  some  notable  pro- 
fessional work.  For  many  years,  he  has  had  his  headquarters  in 
Charleston,  West  Virginia.  Mr.  Venable  was  twice  married,  his 
first  wife  being  Miss  Maria  M.  Dyer,  of  Barboursville,  and  the 
second.   Miss   Ann   Haymond   Byrne,   of   Charleston. 

One  fact  must  strike  even  the  most  casual  reader  of  this 
valuable  volume — viz.,  that  "race  suicide"  was  not  prevalent  in  this 
family  connection.  The  author's  great-grandfather  had  fourteen 
children;  his  heirs  had  a  paternal  ancestor,  Hon.  Benjamin  Wilson, 
who  raised  a  family  of  twenty-nine  children,  twenty-four  of  whom 
attended  the  father's  funeral ;  the  author  himself  had  ten  children,  of 
whom  nine  are  living  (1929).  All  are,  apparently,  giving  a  good 
account  of  themselves  and  upholding  the  reputation  of  the  Venable 
Family. 

We  offer  our  respectful  congratulations  to  our  venerable 
Alumnus  and  wish  for  him  that  in  the  evening  time  there  may 
be  light  and  happiness  in  his  heart  and  in  his  home. 

A  prospectus  has  been  received,  announcing  the  forthcoming 
author's  edition  of  "The  Daughter  of  the  Blood"  by  Herbert 
Baldwin  Hawes,  1892.  It  is  a  story  of  early  American  Coloniza- 
tion, of  Virginia  Dare  and  Roanoke  Island,  of  Skah  and  Nonya, 
when  "the  good  ship  'Mercy'  sailed  from  Ro-ano-ack." 

The  author,  a  retired  lawyer,  is  the  son  of  the  late  Rev.  H. 
H.  Hawes,  D.  D.,  and  the  nephew  of  Marion  Harland,  so  well 
known   and  loved. 

The  volume  will  be  published  by  subscription.  AH  orders 
should  be  mailed  to  the  author  at  Spout  Spring,  Virginia. 

In  the  last  issue  of  The  Record  (April,  1929),  on  Page  19, 
we  published  a  brief  outline  of  the  life  of  Rev.  Moses  Waddell. 
In  the  recently  published  Kaleidoscope  (1929),  Pages  19-22,  is 
an  excellent  article  covering  in  much  detail  the  work  of  this  dis- 
tinguished teacher  and  preacher.  The  writer  of  the  article  (Mr.

Necrology 

The  following  notice  has  been  sent  us:  "J.  Walker  Brown, 
well-known  farmer  and  former  attorney  in  Tazewell  County, 
dropped  dead  at  his  home  near  Tazewell  at  five  o'clock,  March 
27th,  1929.  He  was  a  graduate  of  Hampden-Sydney  College  and  of 
the  Law  School  of  Washington  and  Lee  University.  He  is  survived 
by  his  widow,  who  was  Miss  Axeal  Curtiss,  of  Richmond,  and  one 
daughter,  Margaret,  8  years  old." 


For  many  years,  William  Venable  Flournoy,  1873,  was  a  resi- 
dent of  California,  where  he  was  a  prominent  fruit-grower  and 
one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Raisin  Growers  Cooperative  Association. 
Late  in  life  he  returned  to  his  old  home  in  Brunswick  County, 
Virginia,  where  he  died  March  31st,   1929. 

Stricken  by  a  heart  attack  while  alone  at  his  office  in  the  Vir- 
ginia Electric  and  Power  Building,  Richmond,  Virginia,  Benjamin 
Mason  Hill,  of  307  North  Boulevard,  Petersburg,  Virginia,  died 
about  one  o'clock  on  the  afternoon  of  May  6th.  Except  for  a  slight 
complaint  the  day  before  his  death,  Mr.  Hill  had  never  known 
what  a  day's  illness  meant. 

"B.  Mason,"  as  he  was  familiarly  known  to  his  friends,  both 
at  home  and  at  college,  was  born  at  Petersburg,  Virginia,  August 
7th,  1884,  the  son  of  Robert  and  Rosa  Batte  Hill.  He  entered 
Hampden-Sydney  College,  Hampden-Sydney,  Virginia,  in  the  fall 
of  1900.  Three  years  later  he  matriculated  at  Cornell  University 
and  in  1907  graduated  from  Sibley  College  with  the  degree  of 
Electrical  Engineer.  For  a  number  of  years  after  his  graduation 
he  was  engaged  in  the  electrical  business  at  Petersburg.  At  the  time 
of  his  death  he  was  manager  of  the  Richmond  office  of  the  Allis- 
Chalmers  Manufacturing  Company,  dealers  in  electrical  equipment, 
which  position  he  had  occupied  for  several  years. 

On  March  7th,  1916,  Mr.  Hill  was  married  to  Althea  Garland 
Waite,  of  Petersburg.  To  them  one  son,  Benjamin  M.  Hill,  Jr.,  was 
born.  The  wife,  the  son,  a  sister,  Mrs.  Leroy  Hodges,  of  Richmond, 
and  a  half-sister.  Miss  Alice  Hill,  of  Petersburg,  survive  him. 

No  man  in  Petersburg  was  more  generally  known  and  liked 
than  B.  Mason  Hill.  He  was  a  devoted  husband  and  father,  and 
a  loyal  friend.  He  maintained  his  interest  in  Hampden-Sydney 
and  Cornell  and  kept  in  touch  with  their  activities.  He  was  a 
member  of  the  Kappa  Sigma  Fraternity  and  never  lost  interest  in 
its  welfare.  His  genial  disposition  and  good  fellowship  will  be 
greatly  missed  by  those  who  knew  him  and  enjoyed  his  friendship.

He  was  followed  by  his  son,  T.  S.  Williamson,  who,  though 
not  an  Alumnus  of  the  College,  is  greatly  interested  in  its  welfare.

Review  of  the  1929  Track  Season 


WITH  a  nucleus  of  three  letter  men  around  which  to 
build  a  team,  the  track  season  developed  into  one  of 
the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  College.  In  the  five 
meets  the  "Tigers"  came  off  with  the  larger  end  of  the  score, 
losing  only  to  Lynchburg  College  64  to  61  in  a  very  hotly 
contested  meet  which  followed  close  on  the  contest  M-ith 
I'^mory  and  Henry.  The  three  outstanding  members  of  the 
squad  deserve  special  mention  for  their  unusual  contribution 
to  the  season's  success. 

Captain  McLaughlin  not  only  holds  the  College  discus 
record  of  Hampden-Sydney  College,  but  also  broke  the  North 


Carolina  record  in  the  meet  with  Wake  Forest,  throwing  the 
platter  132  feet.  His  versatility  is  shown  by  the  score  of 
points  he  received  in  the  five  meets,  a  total  of  104. 

The  other  two  men  are  Jones  and  Harris.  Jones  was  a 
close  runner  up  to  Captain  McLaughlin,  scoring  98  points, 
while  Harris  ranks  third  with  a  score  of  61.
